Society, working in Natal, South Afri- 
ca, began, the'translation'of .the New 
Testament into Zulu; It was almost 
a task of despair, The mental capaci- 
ty of the Zulus was of the lowest or- 
der, and they ha'd practically no terras 
to express spiritual truths. There was_ 
no proper word for "God," and,: of
